The  sanitaiy  ari-angements  in  eacli  case  wei’e  carefully 
overhauled  liy  the  Inspector,  especially  in  I’egard  to  water 
supply  and  drainage  disposal. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  correcting  an  error  made  in 
my  Annual  Report  for  1909,  in  which  I stated  that 
Teddeslej'  contributed  7 ca.ses  of  Scaidet  Fever.  It  should 
have  been  I case,  the  remaining  6 cases  being  assignable 
to  Acton.  These  fissures  will  be  seen  in  their  correct  form 
in  my  summary  given  in  my  Hospital  Report. 

The  Local  Government  Hoard,  aftei-  an  Enquiry  at 
Penkridge,  sanctioned  the  ajiplication  by  <^he  Council  for  “PP  y 

a Loan  of  £4,800,  to  defray  the  cost  of  laying  water  mains 
from  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Wox'ks  Company’s 
main  at  Pottal  Pool  to  Penkridge.  The  Council  advertised 
for  tenders  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  Works,  and 
accepted  Messrs.  Cockrane  and  Co.’s  tender  for  the  supply 
of  water  mains  and  fittings  for  £2,117  Is.  dd.,  and  the 
tender  of  iVlr.  George  Law  for  carting  and  laying  the 
mains  for  £l,.52d  l^s.  7d.  The  work  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  The  Council  applied  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Hoard  to  sanction  a general  scale  of  charges  for  the 
compulsory  supply  of  water  to  houses  in  Penkridge  which 
are  without  a proper  supply.  The  application  is  under 
consideration  by  the  Board. 

The  work  of  connecting  the  drains  of  the  houses  in  Cheslyn  Hay 
the  parish  of  Cheslyn  Hay  to  the  main  sewer  has  been  Sewerage, 
completed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances.

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The  Council,  iiiiaer  tlie  ])ower  of  Sections  ()4  ami  (15  of 
the  Town  Iini)rovenient  (Tanses  Act,  1847,  incorporated 
witli  the  Huhlio  Healtli  Act,  1875,  provided  and  hxcal 
name  ])late.s  for  all  streets,  and  caused  every  house  to  be 
numbered  in  Cheslyn  Hay. 

The  Council,  with  the  ap])roval  of  the_  Local 
Government  Hoard,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Heath  Town  Urban  District  Council  for  permission  to 
connect  12  houses  in  Hiishbury  to  the  Urban  Coiincirs 
sewers  at  h'ord  House.s,  Hushbur^,  upon  tlie  annuiil 
payment  of  5s.  per  house. 

Tlie  Council  have  extended  their  main  sewer  along 
the  Walsall  Road,  Wyrley. 

The  Council  accepted  the  tender  of  !Mr.  John  Lockett 
for  the  work  of  Public  Scavenging  in  Cheslyn  Hay  for  a 
pei’iod  of  12  months  for  the  sum  of  £108. 

The  Council  renewed  their  contract  with  Mr.  A. 
Tombs  for  the  work  of  Public  Scavenging  in  Hiishbury 
for  a fuidlier  period  of  12  months,  at  the  same  terms  as 
heretofore,  viz.,  £120. 

The  Council  laid  a new  sewer  in  Showell  Hoad, 
Hiishbury,  at  a cost  of  £859  17s.  9d. ; the  contract  of  Mr.  J. 
Owens  for  the  above  amount  being  accepted  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  have  now  decided  to  bring  this  Mortuary 
up-to-date,  having  ]nirchased  a stretcher  and  ordered  the 
installation  of  gas  for  lighting  purposes. 

A Local  Empiiry  was  held  by  t he  Local  Government 
Board  at  Hiishbury  as  to  the  ap]dication  of  the  Council  to 
liorrow  £l,9t)0.  Sanction  was  asked  to  the  borrowing  of 
£2,0Jd  in  lieu  of  £l,!)t)0,  to  defray  the  cost  of  Works  of 
Sewerage  for  the  ]iarish  of  Bushbury  (Scotlands  portion), 
and  to  defray  (!ost  of  sewer  in  Showell  Road.  The  sewers 
to  be  connected  to  the  present  Oxley  sewers.  Sanction  to 
£2,038  still  under  consideration. 

The  Council  have  had  under  their  consideration  the 
(piestion  of  the  extension  of  sewer  fi-om  Hridge  Inn  to  Mr. 
Orton  s houses  in  Kidderinorc  Green  Road,  Brewood. 
Plans  and  estimates  of  cost  have  been  ]ire]iared,  and  were 
submitted  to  the  Council,  who  decided  to  refer  the  (piestion 
to  the  Brewood  Parish  Council  for  their  consideration  and 
re]iort. 

1 he  Council  passed  a Resolution  that  it  was  advisable 
to  add  Ophthalmia  E eonatoi'um  to  the  list  of  notifiable 
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Infectious  Diseases  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Act, 

1889.  An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  effect  this. 

Amongst  the  leading  requirements  in  the  future  to  Problems  for 
complete  the  sanitaiy  demands  of  the  district  we  may  the  future, 
enumerate: — (1)  The  provision  of  sewerage  arrangements 
for  Penkridge ; (2)  The  supply  of  water  for  Brewood  ; 

(3)  The  sewering  and  draining  of  Gi’eat  Wyrley  and 
Landy  wood  ; (4)  Pi’o visions  for  water  and  for  drainage  in 
some  of  the  rural  villages. 

A very  pronounced  case  of  Tuberculous  meat  came  Tuberculous 
under  my  observation  in  Scotlands,  Bushbury,  amid  the  ideat. 
most  filthy  and  insanitary  surroundings.  The  Council 
took  stringent  pi-oceedings,  which  resiilted  in  a conviction. 

Twenty-four  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  New  Houses, 
district  during  1910 ; — Five  in  Wyrley ; 5 in  Cheslyn 
Hay  ; 5 in  Brewood ; 4 in  Bushbury  ; 3 in  Hatherton ; 
and  2 in  Penkridge.  The  drainage  of  all  new  houses  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor.  Where  the  water 
has  been  obtained  from  wells,  the  water  has  to  be  analysed 
and  certified  as  fit  for  drinking  before  the  AVater  Certificate 
is  granted. 

No  official  representation  was  made  to  the  Local  Housing. 
Anthoi’ity  during  the  year  under  the  Housing  of  the 
AVorking  Classes  Acts,  but  the  Inspector  had  4 houses 
voluntarily  closed,  3 in  Cheslyn  Hay  and  1 in  Brewood, 
and  1 of  the  3 in  Cheslyn  Hay  has  been  demolished. 

Brewood : From  wells ; many  to  be  regarded  with  Water 
suspicion.  Bushbury : From  wells ; in  the  more  rural  Supply, 
portions  of  the  parish.  Huntington : Partly  from  the 
South  Staffordshire  Water  AVorks  Company,  partly  from 
wells.  AA/’heaton  Aston  : From  wells.  Hatherton  : From 
w'ells.  Shareshill:  From  wells. 

The  village  of  Shareshill  is  not  satisfactory  as  far  as  Sewerage, 
the  disposal  of  sewage  is  concerned. 

The  removal  of  refuse,  except  in  Bu.shbury  and  Refuse. 
Cheslyn  Hay,  is  done  chiefly  by  the  occupiers  of  the 
houses,  and,  considering  the  difficulties,  is  fairly  well 
carried  out,  although  the  removal  is  done  at  irregular 
times  and  intervals,  and  accumulations  are  not  infrequently 
found. 

The  schools  at  AVheaton  Aston  and  at  Huntington  School 
were  disinfected  during  the  year  after  epidemic  outbreaks.  Disinfection.

Tn-spections — 

I incbulo  a snmmavy  and  ]mrticulars  of  the  d.ldl  ins])ections, 
ro-inspo(;tions,  and  visits  wliicli  Inivebeen  made;  of  t he  G91  nuisances 
discovered,  and  also  of  the  1,847  nui.sances  which  have  been  abated. 
Si.xty-three  ])i'eliminary  injtiees  were  issued  for  the  al)atement  of 
nuisances,  and  .882  letters  were  written  with  reference  to  these,  and 
in  reply  to  correspotulents. 

Water  Supply — 

Fifteeu  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  and  of 
iliesc  18)  weri'  fo\iud  to  bo])o1Inted.  Seven  of  the  .samples  wime  taken 
from  liouses  at  Saiedon  ; h of  these  sliowed  some  ])ollution.  The.se 
wells  were  cleansed.  Eisxht  samples  were  taken  fi-om  wells  snpiilvint' 
11  houses  at  Four  Ashes,  and  were  oertilicd  as  beini'  badly  ])oiluted. 
Notices  wei-e  served  upon  the  owners  underthe  Public  Health  (Water) 
Act,  1878,  for  a proper  supply  of  water  to  be  provided,  and  this 
matter  is  receivin';  attention,  d'wenty-one  applications  were  i-eceived 
for  ^\'ater  Certilieates  for  newly  erected  houses,  and  20  Certilicates 
were  ^n-anted  under  the  Public  llealth  (Water)  Act,  1878. 

Slanghtei’  Houses — 

Sixty-thre(^  visits  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter  houses  in  the 
disti'ict,  and  they  wore  found  to  be  kc)A  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
'I'wo  new  licen.ses  have  been  granted  for  the  use  and  occu})ation  of 
slaughter  houses,  and  lO  lit-enses  have  lieen  renewed. 

Infectious  Disease — 

Thirty-eight  cases  of  infections  discasi*,  which  were  re]H)rted  by 
the  Medical  (illicer  of  llealth,  have  been  investigated.  Twenty-nine 
written  repoids  on  these  causes  w<'re  sent  to  the  Medical  Odicerofi 
Health,  and  22  notices  weiui  sent  to  the  schools  for  the  exclusion  of 
children.  'I’hirty-seven  houses  have  been  fmnigated,  and  84  lots  of 
lu'dding  and  clothing  wt're  disinfect c'd  or  destroNnal.

Sciiven^iiio- — 

IJuring-  tli('  yt'iir  I received  70  written  comphiints  of'  ashpits,  etc., 
requiring  emptying— 'io  from  tlie  parish  of  Hushbury  and  45  fi-om 
(dieslyn  flay.  Seventy-three  notices  liave  been  issued  to  the 
Contractors  to  attend  to  these  and  others,  amounting  to  402  in  C’heslyn 

and  tliose  have,  geiu'rally  received  immediate 
attention.  As  f now  have  :i  fortidghtly  I’ctnrn  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Contractors,  I am  able  to  gi\e  the  e.xacf  numbei'  of  receptacles 
emptied  during  the  year,  and  the  ligui-es  • are  : Kot  nnshburv,  15.4 
middens,  SOO  aslipit.s,  500  Roclidale  pans,  and  .4,185  dust  bins’;  and 
for  Clie.slyn  Hay,  1,071  middens  and  aslipit.s,  and  2.49  Rochdale 
pans;  a total  of  0,014  receptacles  for  the  two  parishes,  it  will  thus 
be  seen  a good  quantity  of  work  has  been  done,  and  I am  pleased  to 
say  that  it  is  being  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

Meat  Inspection — 

During  the  year  T made  a seizure  of  diseased  meal  at  the 
Scotlands,  Hushbury,  consisting  of  4 quarters  of  bei'f,  weighiny  about 
4()0-lbs.  The  nieat  was  in  a very  tuboi-culons  condifimi.  a'rid  the 
premises  where  it  was  in  course  of  preparation  for  sah*  for  human 
food,  and  where  slaughtering  was  beingcarried  on,  were  filthy  beyond 
description.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  the  person  owmino- 
the  moat  was  summoned  befoiv  the  Ma-ristrates  at  the  Wolvei-hampton 
Police  Court,  who  fined  him  £20  and  costs  or  two  months  for  tlie 
diseased  meat ; £5  and  costs  oi*  one  iminth  for  .slaughterim^  on 
unlicensed  premises  ; and  £1  and  costs  or  21  days  for  oli.^tructing  me 
in  the  e.vecution  of  my  duty.  He  was  also  bound  over  to  keeir  the 
peace  for  12  months  for  thre.'ttening  to  take  the  life  of  .Mr.  T.  F. 
Pickering,  whom  [ had  called  in  to  assist  me.  'I’liis  man's  assistant 
was  also  summoned,  and  fined  10s.  and  costs  or  I4davs  foi-obsti-iicl  ino- 
me.  Both  men  were  caught  at  Liverpool,  and  brought  back  and 
served  their  time  in  pri.son.  On  ins])ecting  a carcase  of  a cow  at 
Cheslyn  Hay,  1 found  the  whole  of  the  internal  organs  so  generallv 
affected  with  tuberculosis  that  1 had  no  hesitation  in  condemnim'’  it, 
and  the  owner,  who  had  called  me  in,  voluntarily  surrendered  it,  and 
took  it  for  me  to  the  knacker's  yard,’Cauno(!k.  The  remainder  of  the 
meat  in.s])ected  dm-ing  the  year  in  the  different  slaughter  houses  1 
found  to  be  of  excellent  qu.ility. 

Drainage  Work — 

I have  had  32  houses  re-drained  and  connected  to  t.lu‘  sewers  at 
Hushbury,  and  the  privy  middens  have  been  abolished  and  31  waste 
water  closets  and  2 closets  with  tlushing  cisterns  provided  in  ]dace 
thereof.  The  re-draining  of  12  houses  in  .Jones  Road  and  one  in 
Hushhiiry  Lane  are  in  progress,  and  when  these  are  done  there  only 
remain  3 houses  to  be  connected  to  the  sewers.  I have  had  9 houses 
\\  heaton  Aston  re-drained  and  connected  to  the  sewei-s,  ami  5 houses 
at  Lssington,  and  drainage  work  at  27  houses  in  Sneyd  Road  and 
Hursnip  Road,  Lssington,  is  in  prog^ress.  During  the  yeai' 494  houses 
111  Cheslyn  Hay  wei-e  draiiu'd  and  connecital  to  tin*  sewers.  The 
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drains  at  582  premises  are  iiuw  coiineeted  to  tlie  sowers,  leaving  only 
41  liouses  still  to  be  diuined.  Forty-seven  water  closets  with  Hushing 
cisterns  have  been  provided,  and  17  waste  water  closets. 

Petroleum  Acts  — 

Forty-eight  ins[)ections  have  heen  made  under  the  Petroleum 
Acts,  ami  the  pj’emises  found  to  be  ke])t  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
One  new  application  for  pc-rmission  to  store  carbide  of  calcium  and  2 
for  petrol  were  received,  and  these  have  been  granted.  Twenty-six 
applications  for  the  renewal  of  licenses  have  been  received,  and  these 
were  ahso  granted. 

Worksho[is  and  Bakehouses — 

Forty-seven  inspections  of  worksho])s  and  bakehouses  have  been 
made,  and  they  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner,  with 
the  exception  that  5 bakehouses  i-equired  white-washing,  and  these 
have  been  done. 

Canal  Boats — 

Details  of  insi)ections  made  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885,  are  set  out  at  the  end 
of  this  report,  and  also  a summary  of  work  done  as  compiled  foi-  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council. 

In  conclusion,  1 desire  to  ex])ress  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  iMedical  tlHicer  of  Health,  the  Clerk, 
and  the  Surveyor,  for  theii*  courtesy  and  assistance  given  to  me  during

REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1910. 

During  tlie  year  1910,  sixty-six  Canal  Boats  have  been  ins|)ected, 
compared  with  thirty-foui-  last  year. 

The  following  infringements  were  found  ; — 

Certificates  of  Registration  not  produced. 

Roats  not  pro{)erly  inarked 
No  water  vessel  on  boat 
Cabins  re(juii-ing  i“e})aii’s 
Cabins  recpiiring  painting 
Boat  not  registered 

The  boats  were  occupied  by  187  per; 
and  42  children — the  i-egistration  accommodation  being  for  227. 

The  occupants  work  out  at  2 8d  persons  ])er  boat,  against  d'08 
last  year.  The  propcn-tion  of  women  und  children  per  boat  is  ITS, 
against  T5  for  last  year,  thus  shewing  a slight  decrease. 

Seven  complaint  notes  and  five  lettei-s  were  sent  to  owners  re 
contraventions  of  the  Acts,  and  all  tlie  i'e(|uirements  have  been 
complied  with,  thus  rendering  it  unneccessary  for  any  legal 
proceedings  to  be  taken. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occuri-ed  on  board,  and  therefore  it 
was  not  necessary  to  detain  any  boat  for  cleansing  or  disinfection. 

1 found  during  my  inspections  that  tlie  boats  were  generally 
clean,  ventilated  and  free  from  overcrowding,  and  1 received  every 
courtesy  from  the  occupiers.
